There are sev- 
eral points of interest about this case, and 
Justice King’s decision denying the motion 
is quite an elaborate document, and goes 
for the attorneys for the defense without 
gloves. The motion foranew trial was 
made, in addition to the usual allegations 
about admitting and excluding evidence, 
and errors of law on the part of the Court, 
on the ground that “the jury improperly re- 
ceived evidence and information as to the 
law of the case out of court and after the 


cision,” and, further, that “the jury had 
been guilty of miscenduct, in this, the jury 
read from law books, wrongfully iy their 
possession, by whichaftfair and due consid- 
eration of the case has been prevented.” 
This latter allegation is supported by an affi- 
davit of H. H. Appel, one of the defendant’s 
attorneys, whoswore that the jury read from 
the Penal Code while they were tocked up 
in charge of the officer, thereby causing 
them to render a verdict against his client, 
Justice King warned Appel when he was 
about to file his affidavit that he was trench- 
ing on very dangerous ground in swearing 

of his own personal knowledge, to what had 
transpired in the jury-room, intimating that 
he might get himself ito trouble, but Mr, 
Appel said that he would take the responsi- 
bility, and the aflidavit was duly filed. The

SORR THROAT. 

Inflammatory action of any kind in the nose 
speedily extends itself to the throat. From 
the throat each breath we draw carries the 
irritation onward and downward through the 
bronchial tubes: as these are involved the 
supply of air to the lungs becomes gradualiy 
diminished, tubercles may form and bronchi- 
tisend in consumption. “Sore throat” 18 the 
popular term used in speaking of throat dis- 
eases, differing wid ly from each other in 
their nature and treatment 

The throat comprises the whole space from 
the posterior nares down to the entrance into 
the windpine and gullet. The several parts 
liable to disease are the mucous membrane 
lining the throat, the mucous follicles or littie 
giands, which in heaith, secrete the lubricat- 
ing mucous, the uvula or pedulus_rart which 
hangs down from tne curtain of the paiate 
and the tonsi'a, 

ACUTE OR SIMPLE SORE THROAT. 

Th: most simpe form of throat disease is 
inflammation of the mucons membrane. re- 
sulting from recent cold. It is most prevalent 
in cold or damp weather. The symptoms are 
a roughness in the throat, with a slight pain 
and swelling. Tne throat looks red and angry 
and the tongue it slightly coated with white 
fur. Withinafew days smali whitish spots, } 
which look tike ulcers, form on the back of 
the toroat and about the root of the tongue 
If the attack be mild, these aphthous ‘points. 
dissppear «t the end of three or four days, but 
when more severe they leave behind them 
8u. erficial ulcers. When the acute inflamma- 
tion is not entirely removed itis liable to de- 
generate intoachronie form, and gradually 
develop what is called granular disesse, or it 
ma endinan abcess of the tonsil glands, or 
cause chronic enlargment of the tonsils and 
ejongation of the uvula. 

CHRONIC SORE THROAT. 

This, like nearly all affections of the throat 
and nose, usually begins with a severe cold, 
and is almost aiWays attended with hvarse- 
ness. It is more frequentiy a mere extensivn 
of catarrh or sore throat than an origiual dis- 
ease, the irritation escaping down and fixing 
itself upon the delicate orean'sm of this part, 
and thence gradualiy journeying onward to 
the lungs. Whenit occurs as a consequence 
of catarrh or sore throat, the symptoms are 
comparatively mld. There may be pan but 
it is more common to find only a sense of tick- 
ling which p ovokes cough. Many complain 
of a sensation as of “something st cking 
there,’’ to wet rid of which they keep upa 
rasping effort to clear the wind-:ipe. The 
voice is always more or less affected. being 
rough in the early stage, but more feeb'e 
after the discase is fully established. There 
is often a slight tenderness over that promi- 
nence of the neck known asthe “Apple of 
Adam” (Pomum Adam), a beat and a sense of 
tightness and frequently some slight diffi- 
culty in swallowing. 

The causes which produce this form of dis- 
ease are various. It arisea in clergymen nd 
public speakers and others from too violent 
use of the voice. The v cai cords become ex- 
hausted and lose their tone from straining 
and overuse. Dustand all irritating matters 
in the air are liable to be drawn into the wind- 
pipe and produce irritation. It is more often 
@ mere sequel to sore throat. the inflamma- 
tion extending down to the larynx by reason 
of the continuity of mucous membrane. — 

But from whatever cause it arises it is al- 
ways a serous malady. The chronie form 
threatens the complete destruction cf the 
voice, and rarely ends until it has involved 
the lungsin disease Every slieht cold every 
change in the wea’ her, every flight of dust, 
feeds the irritat.on and increases the invever- 
acy of its hod. 

On the other hand chrnic laryngitis fre- 
qnentiy occurs asa sequel of consumption, 
und is produced, or at east very much aggra- 
vated, by the irritation of the expectorated 
matter. Occurring asa consequence of tuber 
cles, itis one of the most distresa:ng compli- 
cations and adds greatly tothe patient’s dis- 
tress. In this form thereis more or less ul- 
ceration of the voval chords, beginning on the 
lower side and gradually extending upward. 
These ulcers often penetrate through th: 
mucous and cellular membranes, involving 
the muscular tissue and not unfrequently at- 
tack the ligaments and cartilages themselves. 

When the laryngeal diseaseis secondary to 
that of the iungs, and dep. ndent u on it. we 
can onlv hope to effecta cure by those means 
which will remove its cause, and these we 
have cons:dered, and shall more fully con+ 
sider, under the head of “Consumption.” 

in addition to inflammation, acute or 
chronic, the larynx is liabie to abscesses to 
warty growtns and to polipi. Under the action 
of long continued irritation the vocal cords 
become thickened, rendering the voice husky 
and indistinct. And again, we may have com- 
piete loss of voice from palsy of the cords 
constituting an «ffection known to the physi- 
cians by the term of “Aphonia.”’ Unless the 
remedies are applied to the seat of the disease 
it ia useless to try toeffectacure. It isior 
this reason that judicious inhalations are suc- 
cessful when all other means have beer tried 


without avail. 
TONSILITIS 


Ts an acute intlammation of the tonsils. 
which consists of a colection or mass of 
small mucuous follicies or glands whose office 
i- tosecrete a portion of the fluid which keeps 
the throat moist. There are .ersons who suf- 
fer every winter, sometimes o!ten«-r, with an 
attack of acute inflammation of these giands, 
The trouble bexins with a alight soreness 
and swelling, which gredualiy increases un- 
til the act of swallowing is at:ended with 
great suffering. 

These giands are sometimes affected by a 
chronic inflammation, and are fvuund enlarged 
aud very much hardened. In such cases 7 
secrete a thin, unhealthy, irritating fiu d, ‘ 
which is spriad over the throut, perpetuating 
the disease. Inthe throats of many young 
persons these giands are permanently 80 
lfrze as to re: der respiration exceedingly 
difficult. The defective breathing of chiidren 
thus affected often occasions contraction of 
the che-t,and lays the foundation for con- 
sumpiien. The eustachian tubes (the mouths

Persons thus 
afflicted have usualiy the dark and dingy look 
of the face which denotes functional de 
raugement of the liver. They sre frequently 
emaciated, nervous, hypochrondriacal irrit- 
abie and often exhausted from other causes, | 
in combipation with this disease. ~ 
GRANULAR SORE THROAT 
Is the most serious form of throat disease. It 
is so cailea because on loekingint: the throat 
granulations of Various sizes are seen, stud- 
ding the membrane and causing it to appear 
rough ani uneven. Sometimes these granu- 
lations appear in patehes, but generally they 
are regular aud distinct. When allow: d to 
progress the mucous follicles of the larynx 
soon become involved, and then we have 
added tothe other symptons a bu*kiness of 
the voice in speaking or reading a'oud, witha 
crenvens effort tociear the windpipe, by which 
a thick, sticky bluisn-colored mucous is 
forced off with considerabie difficulty. The 
transition from a simple toa granular sore 
throat isvery easy. The patient becomes con- 
scious of vexatious titi lation, producing a de- 


He may not notice 
this himself, butitis, neverth: les+, observed 
by hisfriends tome months iater this di-- 
position is found to have increased, and to be 
atrended with an occasional desire to swallow, 
the patient—to use his own words—feeling 
something sticking in his throat.

~ Certainly it must be accepted as a 
good omen of the success of the Repub- 
ican party that this campaign is. so 
very largely one of information and of 
education. Holiday enthusiasm has 
its value, and the fuss and feathers 
are attractive on appropriate occasions, 
but no amount of this buoyant hope- 
tulness, inspired by whatever cause, 
can or should be made a substitute for 
an intelligent understanding of the 
vital issues of a Presidential cam- 
paign.

It 
has always done govd work in the 
years that are past; it will always -do 
good work. 

The Republican party can stand the 
test of the best there is in political in- 
formation and _ political education. 
This is not true of the Democratic 
party. A candid criticism of that party 
reveals tho fact that from the very be- 
ginning of its corporate existence it 
bas been an enemy of the political sys- 
tem under which the Nation exists.

They 
propose to introduce a_ swelling 
tide of foreign labor, and a 
destructive competition. They pro- 
pose that the laborers of this country 
stiall be mixed with the laborers of 
other nations. They propose in this 
Mills Bill a radical disturbance of the 
industries of the country. If the Dem- 
ocrats have their way. industry will de- 
cline and idleness take its place. Once 
we enter upon that condition, and tlhe 
people will seek any form of relief, 
caring little whether or not it be legal 
redress. No rude hand can be laid 
upon one or many of the industries of 
this Republic without endangering the 
peace and prosperity of the people. 

Over against this stands the Repub- 


| lican party, as education and informa- 


tion reveal it to every thinking man. 
It took hold of the Nation when it was 
torn and bleeding from great gaping 
wounds, made when its pulses were 
told in cannon booming, and by its 
wisdom and prudence it made this Re- 
public typical of all that is great in a 
country.

Demonstrations That Rivaled the Chi- 
Convention Scenes. 


Thurman the Guest of Cleveland—The Bandana’s 
Views on the Senate Tariff Hilli—Blaine 
Compelied to Take a Brief Rest 

from the Stump. |

INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 6.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| This was Gen. Harrison’s 
last regular reception day for visiting dele- 
cations, at least until after the 20th inst., 
when itis probable that these delegation 
receptions will be resumed for a period. 
The first delegation of the day came from 
Bluffton, Hartford City, Montpelier, and 
other towns in Blackford and Weils coun- 
taes, Ind. ‘They numbered 1500. An 
unique feature of the delegation from Wells 
county was the presence of an uniformed 
club of 52 ladies from Bluffton, known as 
the “Carrie Harrison Club.”” When Gen. 
Harrison appeared, they were among the 
first to greet him. After the usual intro- 
ductory addresses were made, Gen. Harri- 
sun followed with his response. His 
Speech was confined to State questions, and 
directed to the Indiana people, whom he 
dressed as “Hoosiers.” 

T heChicago delegations were late in ar- 
riving thisevening. The first to reach the 
city was a special train bringing 600 visitors 
from Hyde Park, Pullman, Englewood and 
Lakeview. They were met at the depot by 
several clubs. The train was profusely 
decorated with banners and flags. At 8 
o'clock another train pulled’ into the depot 
amid the wild cheers of many thousands 
and the rattling of artillery. It brought 
delegations, comprising 800 members of the 
Union Veteran Club, 500 members of the 
Veteran Union League, the Blaine Club, 
140 strong, zouave’ corps from Englewood, 
drum corps from Lakeview, the Second 
Regiment Band, also Sons of Veterans’ 
Band and five drum corps. In addition to 
these uniformed organizations, nearly 1000 
other citizens accompanied the delegations, 
swelling the grand total of visitors from 
Chicago and vicinity to fully 3000, 
They brought with them a log fort built. 
onaplatform car with a six-pound brass 
cannon protruding from the rear. “A detail 
from Battery N of Chicago accompanied the 
cannon, and kept it red hot as the proces- 
sion moved toward Tomlinson’s Hall, while 
the continual firing of local artillery, with 
the roar from the marching thousands and 
the dezen bands, all created such a bedlam 
and confusion of noises as only a Chicago 
crowd can make, 

It was 9 o’clock- when all the visitors had 
entered Tomlinson’s Hall, around which 
was congregated about 10,000 people. As 
Gen. Harrison stepped upon the stage, fol- 
lowed by ex-Gov. Hamilton, Stephen A. 
Douglas, Gapt. Healy and others, there en- 
sued:such a scene as was never before wit- 
nessed in this city. The entire audience 
rose as ohne manand began cheering and 
yelling and waving flags, hats, and even 
taking off their coats and waving 
them from galleries. Finally 
some enthusiastic veteran came for- 
bearing the silk flag of the 
Union Veteran Club and began waving it 
over Gen. Harrison’s head. This was the 
signal for an intensified outbreak, which 
grew to a remarkable pitch, as one flag after 
another moved through the crowded hall to 
the platform. As these flags and as many 
elegant banners were waved to and fro be- 
} fore the 6000 people, it seemed as though 
they had gone crazy. 

hen quiet. had been restored, Judge 
Martin Gaie introduced ex-Goy.

BERLIN, Oct. 6.—| Copyright, 1888, by the 
New York Associated Press.| Emperor 
William’s reception at Vienna has sent a 
thrill of gratification throughout the em- 
pire. The enthusiasm shown and the scenes 
at the banquet given to His Majesty have 
been of immense value in displaying the 
Emperor’s latent qualities.’ His social tact 
and personal geniality have hitherto been 
known only in limited circles, The current 
notions investing him with a cold, unsym- 
pathizing personality have been corrected 
by the smiling serenity with which he 
passed through the trying ceremonies asso- 
ciated with his reception. Emperor Will- 
iam has passed fhrough the ordeal of 
Austrian society in triumph, acquiring new 
character as a man of cordial as weil as 
kindly presence. ‘The official papers here 
and at Vienna comment upon the Em- 
peror’s speeches as assurances that the Ger- 
manand Austrian armies are practically 
united, ready for action against the com- 
mon enemy. Any remotest suspicion of 
Emperor William inclining toward the 
Czar has been dispelled. On the contrary, 
several incidents have occurred which im~- 
pel the conviction that decisive action for 
the testing of the strength of the ailiance 
will be long delayed. 
THE ITALIAN TRIP. 

Emperor William will remain in Vienna 
until Wednesday, when he will start for 
Italy. Theinteryiew of Cardinal Galim- 
berte, Papal Nuncio at Vienna, with His 
Majesty lasted 10 minutes. The Cardinal, 
it is said, bas freely stated that the Em-. 
peror, after expressing the hope that noth- 
ing would occur during his visit to Rome to 
wound the susceptibility of the Pope, de- 
clined to discuss any question pending be- 
tween the Vatican ,and Germany. 

Advices from Rome announce that the 
Vatican is genuinely satisfied with the pro- 
gramme arranged. Emperor William will 
call upon the Pope at the Vatican before 
going tothe Quirinal. Gaining this point 
has gladdened the officials at the Vatican. 

PRECAUTIONS AGAINST ANARCHISTS. 

The Italian police, assisted by berlin offi- 
cers, are taking precautions to prevent any 
attempt on the Emperor’s life, in conse- 
quence of warnings received by them that 
tne German and Italian Anarchists mean 
mischief, Letters from Zurich, which have 
been intercepted, refer to’ somes plot against 
His Majesty and give rise to the belief that 
he will be attacked during his tour of Italy. 

THE STOLEN DIARY.

islands were declared neutral territory.

THE N&W NAVY. 


Launch ofthe Baltimore—A Formida- 
ble Warvessel. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 6.—[bBy the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The United States cruiser 
Baltimore was launcked at Cramp’s ship- 
yards this afternoon. The Baltimore is the 
largest vessel constructed for what is called 
“the new navy.” Secretary -Whitney is 
particn'ariy interested in the Baltimore. 
Le has been a frequent visitor at Cramp’s 
ship-yard to watch her progress, and takes 
great pride in her. The Baltymore has a 
twin screw, and will be the first vessel so 
equipped in the navy. She is 335 feet long 
over all, her beam is 48,5 feet;.her-mean 
-drattis 19.5 feet, and her displacement is 

400 tons. The indicated horse-power of 
her engines is 7809 at natura! draft, and 
10,750 at force drift; “and they cre ex- 
pected to drive hez along at the rate of 19 
knots an hour. She will carry two masts 
fitted with military tops, and her crew will 
consist of 300. She hasa protective deck 
of thick steel plates, and under this down 
below the water line are placed the rudder 
and steam steering gear. 

The new cruiser will be armed with a 
main battery of four eight-inch breech- 
loading rifled guns on the poop and fore- 
castle, and six six-ineh rifled guns in spon- 
sors 18 feet above water. ‘There will also 
be a second battery of six rapid-firing six- 
pounders, six Hotchkiss revolving cannon 
and four Gatling gunse She will also carry 
five torpedo launching tubes or guns, 


In her appointments, the Baltimore will | 


be fitted up as a flagship. ‘There will be 
comfortabie quarters for the admiral, cap- 
tain and other oificers and crew. The ves- 
sel will be lighted with two electric plants, 
so that ali parts will be_ briliiantly illumin- 
ated by incandescent lamps. Ventilation 
will be secured by two large blowers, with 
a capacity of 10,000 cubic feet per minute. 
Triple expansion engines in separate water- 
tight will furnish motive 
power, and they will be supplied with steam 
from tour double-ended horizontal return 
tubular boilers 14 feet and 8 inches in 
diameter. The cylinders will be 42, 60 and 
90 inches diameter, with 42-inch stroke, and 
there will be three biaded-screws about, 14.5 
feet in diameter, with 10,000 horse-power. 
The Baltimore can make 456 knotsina 
day, using 255 tons of coal. Her bunker ¢ca- 
pacity of 850 tons of coal will epable her to 
o three and a half days at full speed, cover- 
ng in that time 1637 knots. She can make 
53U68 miles, or about the distance across the 
Atlantic Ocean, in seven days and a half.
